Once home, he would interweave his notes, 
experiences, memories, photographs (glass 
lantern slides) and film into presentations or 
lectures. These lectures were mainly arranged 
with past or potential clients and other travel 
enthusiasts in mind. He was said to be quite 
gifted not only as a tour guide, but at lecturing 
as well. I never had the opportunity to meet him, 
but it is very apparent to me by looking at his 
work that his depth of knowledge in historical 





and cultural facts lent to his success in the travel 
industry as well. 


In this issue, I chose his lecture from the 1920s 
on Gibraltar and Funchal, Madeira. The lecture 
began with a portion on Gibraltar, but I am going 
to concentrate on the second portion regarding 
Funchal.

Hello John 


Thank you for your enquiry. The black tape used 
was passe partout, also used for picture framing 
back in the 1920s. You may be able to obtain 
some on eBay- it is quite often listed - or via 
Internet searches. There was a time when pre-cut 
strips were available for lantern slide repair, but it 
seems those times have passed. I have not come 
across a Satisfactory replacement. Transparent 
tape available from stationery stores will dry out 
and leave a sticky mess over time and plastic 
tapes will deteriorate if the slide gets hot, so you 
really need the correct material. We will include 
your question in our next E-Publication in case 
any of our members has a suggestion regarding 
where to obtain it.

I don’t recognise the lantern. The chimney is 
most unusual. I guess it is American rather than 
German. There are probably no names or marks 
on the lens unit? We will add this to our next 
monthly E-Publication and hope that one of our 
members might recognise it.

This lantern looks like 1890s - it seems they did 
not make their own lanterns but acted as agents. 


That answers the questions about the slides. I’d 
say definitely German (for the English speaking 
market) and around 1890 -1910 or so give or 
take a bit. 


Williams, Brown & Earle were an optical 
instrument and laboratory supply firm operating 
around 1900 - 1915 or probably longer. Their 
catalogue included laboratory instruments 

and accessories, microscopes, moving picture 
apparatus and a full range of magic lanterns of 
all kinds.

Rall, who lives in that area? 


The most authentic way of viewing them 
would, of course, be to project them on to 

a screen with a period magic lantern. Such 
things can be obtained quite reasonably and 
could be easily adapted to your requirements. 
You would need to decide whether you are 
going to do large scale viewing to many 
people, in which case you would need a large 
darkened room and a screen of perhaps 10 

- 20 feet square, or whether it is to be done 
on a table with a screen around 2 ft. square. 
If the latter, so that just a few people could 
view them at a time, you could do it in regular 
room lighting, as the lantern would produce a 
bright picture on a small screen. 


If you happen to visit that street fair again, 

I suggest you make yourself known to the 
vendor. Whether or not it is our member, the 
person could probably give you advice on 
how to project them. If that is not practical, 
I could put you in touch with Tom, who has 
a magnificent collection of slides from the 
1880s to 1900s, all listed and easily located, 
so you could choose a theme.

Hello William 


Thank you for contacting us. Practically any full-size 
magic lantern will answer your needs. Bausch and 
Lomb made some good ones around 1900 but so did 
many other manufacturers. Avoid the toy ones such 
as Ernst Plank etc whose lanterns were mostly made 
for children’s performances. Your slides at 3 1/4” x 
4” are the standard format for American professional 
slides and the majority of regular size lanterns will 
probably come with a wood slide carrier which will 
fit your slides. The vendor should be able to confirm 
that it does. Try eBay and you should find several 
at reasonable prices. If you are in any doubt you 
could forward details to me and I will gladly give 
assistance. 


Your slides are most probably quite rare, though 
electrical and mechanical engineering subjects are 
not the first choice for lanternists giving shows for 
entertainment, as you can probably imagine. 


One thing - bear in mind that most lanterns of 
around 1900 or thereabouts will probably have 
500 Watt electric lamps which can get very hot. 
High temperature can seriously damage slides, so 
if you are planning to use the lantern for extended 
periods, it could be well worth considering fitting 


LED illuminants. I could, 1f you so wish, put you in 
touch with someone who makes LED illuminants 
specifically for period magic lanterns which answer 
perfectly. 


Many original magic lanterns have a powerful electric 
lamp for illumination, often 500 to 1000 Watts. The 
slides will get very hot if left in place for more than 

a few minutes. the heat will damage the image by 
blistering the photographic material between the glass 
plates, so using a modern illuminant 1s very desirable 
if you value the slides at all. 


It may be that one of our members has a suitable 
lantern for sale so will include your request in our 
next E-Publication (September). Where are you 
located? If someone local to you has a lantern it might 
make shipping cheaper. 


I don’t personally know anything about Westinghouse 
trolleys, but again, we may have a member who does. 


You would need a good quality scanner with a 
transparency option to digitise them. Several makers 
of scanners produce suitable ones.

Well, the obvious way is to use a magic 
lantern of course. These are quite easily 
available on sites such as eBay, and a late 
19th or early 20th Century one would not 
be very expensive. I assume your slides 
are the regular size (3 1/4” x 4” US size 
or 3 1/4” x 3 1/4” UK size), so you would 
need a slide carrier to fit them. A word 

of warning though about projection lamp 
size - original lanterns of the late kind 
generally had 500 Watt lamps or brighter, 
which can seriously overheat the slides. 
These days we tend to use LED lamps, 
and I can recommend a specialist supplier 
of LED illuminants made specially to fit 
magic lanterns if you so wish. 


If you need any further information do get 
back to me.

You have an interesting lantern - obviously 
French, dating perhaps about 1860 - 1880. 

If you look at our website, select Magic 
Lanterns and then illuminants used, in the 
second picture you will see a pair of lime light 
illuminants, each mounted on a metal tray on 
a vertical rod. You have the tray and rod, but 
not the limelight, though yours could have 
been similar but with electric lamp illuminant 
instead.

The roof (cardboard?) should be metal and 
similar in style to some of the other lanterns 
on our site. 


Your lens is a bit odd too- the slide-back lever 
allows the insertion of stops - metal plates 
with different size holes - to give different 
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depths of field on a camera. It looks like 

it still has one in it. It looks like a camera 
portrait lens, but it was quite common then 
to use it for projection as well. 


Regarding books, a good start might be the 
British Shire Album series.
